HINA’S bid to take 
C Formosa may be part 
of a carefully worked 
out plan to gain Communist 
naval supremacy over Bri- 
tain and the U.S.A, in the 
China Sen ali the way from 
Indo-China to Shanghai. 


This would alter the 
balance of power in the East 
more drastically than the 
fall of Vietnam to the Com- 
munists, 


For China’s chicf wealmess at 
present 4s dependence on 
tmde—which is threatened from 
Formosp, Even a new railway 
system inland would still, leave 
vital junctions only 700 bember- 
miles from the island. 


But with the costal waters 
{In Communist hands the rall- 
ways could be developed in 
refety, China could then launch 
ambitious plans for industrial 
and politienl expansion in Yun- 
nun and the border reglons of 
Laos, Siam and Burma without 
fear of retaliation, 


RAIL NETWORK 


Indeed, during 
China war, China hog been 
quictly preparing a  double- 
purpose rall netwerk to open up 
the south ond alm to exploit 
further victories. én 

China’s alm has been to con- 
neet morth and south China by 
rail and road, and to link them 
with the ‘Red River Delta jm- 
mediately jt fell to the Com- 
munists, ; 

Soon it will be possible to 
move heavy goods from Peking 
—or cyen from Russiws trans- 
Siberian raliway—by two lincs 
to Hanol, 

From Hanoi It fs only a short 
sea-trip to Hainan  island— 
potentially a great naval base— 
from where Hussia’s latcst 20- 
knot submarines have been 
operating for the last 18 months, 

A Jarge Soviet naval = force 
could thus ¢xist—and be sup- 
plicd—indefinitcly jn the. South 
China Sca, without direct con- 
tact with Russian heme ports, 

This possibilty ‘Is Com- 
munism's chief strategic gain 
frem the complicated and. some- 
times obscure struggle along 
the cousts of Indo-China which 
virtually ended at Geneva, 

It comes at a time when 
Russia's colessal naval expan- 
ston {s reaching a peck. 


TIME IS RIPE 


Now the time is ripo for 
Ruszla and China to make use 
ef these advontoges, For some 
time the Red Chinese press has 
been full of details of the new 
indu;trialisation in Yunnan, 
which fs said will rival Man- 
churla’s progress. Simultencous- 
ly, the war of nerves a inst 
Formosa thas been Inunched and 
a propegnnda wor - strrted 
against Slam, . 

Thes three programmes are 
tled “together.

Even In the face of all these 
conditions, on of such 
a document ts not in itself 
iNegal, It must be established 
that the document was for salo 
or distribution or. exhibitlon. 

Those who claim that the 
supply of books and periodicals 
needs closer scrutiny say that 
the present procedure is com-= 
petent ond just only if the 
suggested wider aspect—the in- 
fluence of Indecent or ques~ 
tlonable literature om the people 
and particularly upon impres- 
stonable adolescents—is: ignored.

Some Government supporters,
